DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

Claims 1-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Applicant claims a "bread maker" but fails to recite any structure which would 
define the device as such. There is recited no structure which would allow the device to 
make or bake bread. 

There is no antecedent basis for the "oven" recited in claims 15 and 16. 

Ciaim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the Invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Koos, 

Jr. 

There is disclosed in Koos a cooking device comprising: an oven 36; a main 
body 20; a base frame 34; a main frame 57; and reinforcing members 58 associated 
with the main frame and supportive of the oven. 

Claims 14-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Sik. 

There is disclosed in Sik a cooking device comprising: a main frame 20; a base 
frame together with the main frame fonning an oven compartment 100; a left frame 13 
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and right frame 14 forming a left and right part of the oven compartment; a rear frame 
(reinforcing member) 12; an upper bracket 10; a control panel supporting frame 200; 
and a reinforcing member 1 1 mounted to the main frame. 


The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The patents to Kang, Schmid, Young et al., Kim Ye et al., Cox et 
al. and White et al. are cited for their disclosure of the state of the art.
